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DEATH WAS DUE TO ACCIDENT 


INQUEST SHOWED BUILDING IN- 
SPECTION TO BE INADEQUATE. 


Jurors Voted to Contribute Their Fees 
to the Fund for the Relief of 
: the Dead Firemen’s 
Families. 


As told in late editions of Friday's Post- 
Dispatch, the verdict rendered by. the 
corgner’s jury on the deaths of seven fire- 
men in,the collapse of the building at 314 
Chestnut street held the city responsible 
for the catastrophe, but fixed ne blame on 
any particular official. 

The verdict is as follows: 

At an inquisition conducted at the’coro- 
hesr office in the city of St. Louis on the 
seventh day of February, 1902, before John 
T. Fitzsimmons, deputy coroner of the city 
aforesaid, upon the view of the bodies ot 
August Thierry, William J. Dundon, Mi- 
chael J. Kehoe, Franklin W. McBride, 
‘Charles H. Krenning, Charles Westenhoft 
and Daniel Steele, we, the jury, find upon 
full investigation of the facts in the case 
and the evidence that the deceased came 
to their deaths on the fourth day of Feb- 
ruary, 1902, at about 8:55 p. m., in the build- 
ings at 312 and 3l4 Chestnut street, as the 
r@vult of shock and injuries received at 
the same time and place by being crushed 
in-the ruins of said building, which com- 
pletely collapsed while the said deceased 


persons were in the performance of their 
duty as firemen. 

We believe that the buildings were not 
Bufficiehtiy strong to be suitable for the 
purpose for which they were used; that the 
owners and tenants of said buildings were 
not aware of this fact; that .s uisaster 
might have been avoided had suitable in- 
epection been made*by competent authori- 

ties. We do not find that this is the fault 
of the commissioner of public buildings, 
nor of the inspector under his direction. 
The commissioner is hampered by insuf- 
ficient appropriations by the Municipal As-

to permit of thorough, systematic insp©c- 
tions, which alone can insure a safety to 
tenants and to the general public. We urge 
tpon the proper authorities that suitable 
represestation be made to the Municipal 
Assembly which shall insure such legisla- 
tion as will provide proper inspection of all 
ving that the results to be 
obtained will be greater protection to our 
city from deplorable calamities, loss of life 
pe | excessive fire losses.

WAS UNCONSCIOUS SIX DAYs 


ATTACHES OF HOWARD’S SALOON 
SAID HE FELL DONWSTAIRs. 


Own Remarks in Conscious Moments 
and Varying Statements of Others 
Made the Affair Appear 
Mysterious. 


The coroner’s inquest on the death wf 
John A. Rebinson, court stenographer, who 
died at the City Hospital ‘Friday evening, 
will be held at 10 o'clock Monday morning. 

Ataches of Howard’s saloon, Garrison 
avenue and Olive street, where Robinson 
received fatal injuries last Saturday night, 
and friends of the dead man who were in 
the saloon and the adjoining card rooms at 
the time, will be summoned before the cor- 
oner as witnesses. 

Robinson died at 6 o'clock Friday evening, 
having lived for almost six days in a state 
of unconsciousness, broken only by two or 
three short periods of partial sensibility. 

Mystery has surrounded the case since 
the removal of Robinson from Howard's 
last Saturday night. 

In his first interval of partial constigus- 
ness at the City Hospital the injured man 
told Dr. Rassieur that he had been “‘hit.’’ 

He later repeated the same statement to 
two newspaper men, saying: “I was hit 
with something on the head and shoul- 
ders."’ 

Sunday afternoon he said to his wife and 
Judge John A. Talty that he had fallen 
dowi stairs. 

The scene of the supposed fall was the 
subject of contradictory statements by the 
saloon management, three different stair- 
ways being named as the one down which 
he had tumbled. The last one named was 


the stairway leading from the card rooms 

above the saloon direct to Garrison avenue. 

Robinson’s friends say that they found him 

at the foot of this stairway, and carried 

him back upstairs. Pomuceman Dempsey 

ane him lying at the head of a rear stair- 
ay 

Mrs. Robinson, who remained at her hus- 
band’s bedside almost constantly for six 
days, believed at first that her husband 
had been the victim of an assault, but 
later was inclined to credit’ the theory of 
accident. 

By permission of the deputy coroner, the 
body was taken to Harrigan & Sheehan's 
undertaking rooms. 

Robinson was one of the best-known and 
most expert stenographers in St. Louis.

He was pete gf appointed stenographer of 
Judge Talty’s division of the circuit court. 
and in addition to this work handled a 
large amount of work for the transit com- 
pany and other business ‘concerns. He re- 
ported the proceedings of the official in- 
quiry on the deaths of 13 children from 
tetanus, held recently in the mayor’s office.

MUNICIPAL CORRUPTION AND THE STATE PRESS. 


The hearty sympathy expressed by the Missouri editors for the 
city of St. Louis in its struggle with corruption is very acceptable. 
The sentiments voiced do honor to the press of the state and 
indicate an intelligent appreciation of the difficulties with which 
St. Louis is now laboring. 

But there is a phase of this question which our friends must 
not lose sight of. It is that corruption in the city is joined 
to corruption in the state. The one feeds the other. 

The Central Traction robbery, for instance, exposed at the time 
by the Post-Dispatch, could not have been consummated without 
the connivance of legislative boodlers at Jefferson City. Legisla- 
tion was needed to perfect the scheme and it was boodied through. 
The lobby worked with shameless effrontery, and country mem- 
bers fastened upon the city of St. Louis a burden under which it 
will stagger for years. And this legislation, bought and pald for, 
is the living source of corruption present and to come. 

Let city and country work together. 

The state press has here an opportunity to co-operate with the 
press of the city to redeem both state and city from the domin- 
lon of secundrels, 

A moral standard fchould be set up in every legislative and sena- 
torial district and the press of the state should enforce it in every 
canvass, Unclean men are elected to the legislature to serve un- 
clean ends. Some of them are notoriously purchas&ble, and yet 
they are elected and often re-elected notwithstanding their rep- 
utation. 

This is a work for the state press, which should be the guardian 
of the character of the state government. Let us co-operate for 
the common good.

Here, says Mr. Watson, Napoleon's sys- 
tem changed, and he shifted his supports 
from rock to sand. Mr. Watson enforces 
his opinions with much spirit and with his 
already well known power of language and 
style.

TO REFUSE CLIPPED MONEY 


Judge Ryan’s Recent Decision Believed 
to Be Responsible for the 
New Order. 


Smooth nickels, pennies and dimes are 
good for fares on the transit con.pnay’s 
lines, according to orders which have been 
lasued to conductors by Supt. John’Grant. 

Nickeis, pennies and silver coins of all 
denominations which are stamped, beut or 
twisted out of shape or otherwise imper- 
fect, will be accepted by the conductors. 

Pieces which are smooth from natural 
wear, and show no materia! loss of metal, 
are to be accepted without question. 

Coins which are punched, clipped, en- 
gvaved with monograms, or which show 
willful mutilation, are not to be accepted. 

Gold coins are to be taken only when in 
first-class condition. 

The new rule, which has gone 
fect, will cause conductors to be 
acting in their requirement for 
coins. 

Conductors have often compelled pasgen- 
gers to walk by refusing to accept smcoth 
coins, and in many more cases unpleasant 
disputes have arisen over coins which were 
undoubtedly genuine, but had suffered from 
wear or accident. 

Judge Ryan of the Circuit Count last 
week decided in favor of the plaintiff a 
case brought against the transit company 
by a passenger who had been ejected from 
a car because he offered qa smooth nickel in 
payment of his fare.
